The Supreme poets recently held that the 
board must hold an election, but as a matte 
of course did not 1 the legality o 
such an election, that question being a rule 
of every court not to pass upon any more 
than is absolutely necessary. 

When the board passed the election last 
November there were certain members 
whose terms expired in 1895 who wanted to 
hold over. After a caucus it was decided not 
to hold an election if possible and Astorney 
Charles Stark was called ine Mr. 
Stark is onto his job and in due 
time his written opinion was rendered. It 
was to the effect that an election could not 
be held and of course that settled it. 

The reasons set forth by the attorney were 
that the new election 2 did not provide 
for the registration of voters in time for 
the election and that the old registration 
could not bé used, because that would of. 
necessity disfranchise fully 30 per cent of 
the voters. After the board got this opin- 
fon a majority voted that an election could 
not be held and prepared to take things 


easy 

Soon after this the Supreme Court decis- 
ion came along and knocked the’plans of the 
board silly. Attorney — 13 was 
found to be worthless the points 
he raised were entirely . The Su- 
preme Court said nothing about whether an 
election would be legal; it simply said the 
law says when elections shall be held, and 
the board has no disc on in the matter. 

While ali this was go on and for some 
weeks after the powers that be wefe re- 
volving scheme after scheme in their heads. 
Some of them were particularly anxious to 
get back into the board and tried to set 
up their 2 but failed. The next best 
thing was to their friegds into the board 
and with W end in view the Election Com- 
mittee was selected. d the selection of 
judges and clerks was made in accordance 
with this plan. In all of the downright 
tough wards where ballot-box stuffing, 
tally-sheet forgeries, repeating and general 
crookedness’ have characterized the elec- 
tions In the past the same plug uglies and 
tricksters have been appointed to help out 
with the work. 

The suggestions of the Republican Com- 
mittee were entirely ignored. Hach party is 
entitled to representation, but in the wards 
that candidates for re-election wished to 
carry suggestions from both parties were 
turned down and only such men as would 
do the bidding of candidates were selected.

It is to be hoped that the students will 
embrace this fair opportunity to. set 
themselves right and, quitting their folly, 
will get down to work, the object for 
which ‘they are sent to the University.
